PASTEURIZATION OF MILK 


This journal in past years has paid 
a great deal of attention to the ques- 
tion of pasteurization of milk because 
if all milk were pasteurized mortality 
and disability rates would be great- 
ly reduced. Milk, recognized as the 
finest of foods, should be an essential 


in the diet of everyone. Henry Wal- 


lace, when Vice-Presidént of the 


United States, said in a famous} it 


speech, a few years ago, that every 
child in America should have a quart 
of milk a day, Were this objective 
achieved, the effect on the stature 


and health of children would be re~|/ 


markable. 


However, Henry Wallace should] |} 
have used the term “pasteurized ||} 
milk” instead ‘of just “milk” because | 


milk unpasteurized may convey dis- 
ease. It is known that milk can carry 
the germs of tuberculosis, typhoid 
and para-typhoid fever, undulant 
fever, diphtheria, scarlet fever and 
septic sore throat. Besides it has been 
noticed that when pasteurization is 
effectively establahed, infant, mor- 
tality rates immediately drop. 

These facts being known, it is rid- 
iculdus as well as tragic that in Can- 
ada only one province has a law en- 
forcing province-wide pasteurization 
of milk. Failure to pasteurize milk 
results in disease and death, Health 
authorities have known this for many 
years and still much milk sold for 
human consumption is not pasteur- 
ized, 

It seems that health authorities 
have not acted because political lead- 
ers have been powerless owing to 
the influence of uniformed voters. 
Some interested or ignorant groups 
with votes are always ready to op- 
pose this great life-saving measure 
and they are sufficient in number to 
influence political opinion. Until 


| something is done to circumvent this 


ill-formed and selfish vote, it will be 
hard to pass legislation in the eight 
provinces which still lack it.

The answer—how much does a 
house cost? Before the question can 
be answered one has to ask a dozen 
others—how big, on what kind of 
ground, etc.? 

In a nutshell, to pass Department 
of Transport regulations an airport 
for light aircraft must have runways 
a minimum of 1,800 feet long, Re- 
quired width is 300 feet. 

Next to dimensions and flatness 
comes drainage. A field which be- 
comes a bog every time it rains will 
cost a lot more to operate than one 
with natural drainage, In this connec- 
tion a slight slope does not hurt a 
landing strip, - 

There must, incidentally, be two 
runways, built in directions to take 
care of prevailing winds in the local- 
ity involved. 

Once in a long time a couple of 
farmer’s fields will be found adjoin 


ing each other well located on a high-|_ 


way near a town where a fence knock 
ed down and a little seeding and roll- 
ing will make a field, 

Such an airport obviously would be 
inexpensive, It might even be rented 
with some arrangement for the farm- 
er to keep the hay mown. 

Aside from the field itself, which 
can thus cost anywhere from perhaps 
$20 a month rental or a few hundreds 
for purchase up to many thousands, 
the biggest item is buildings. 

Probably the simplest and the 
cheapest would be a small barn or 
glorified driving shed. It would hold 
several aircraft thus taking care of 
expansion, would make cheap storage 
possible and a lean-to arrangement 
on one side would take care of & 
flight class room, office and elemen- 
tary wervice station equipment.
